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strike to 
hit schools 
and local 
councils 

SCHOOLS and councils 
face further disruption to¬ 
day (Thursday) after the 
National Union of Teach¬ 
ers said that it would take 
strike action along with oth¬ 
er public sector unions. 

A one-day strike affecting 
Shropshire and Mid Wales 
has been called following a 
long-running row with the 
Government over pay, pen¬ 
sions and conditions. 

It follows a similar one- 
day strike by the profes¬ 
sion’s biggest union which 
led to the closure of Welsh¬ 
pool High School last week. 

Civil servants and fire¬ 
fighters are to join the strike 
after voting to support in¬ 
dustrial action. 

Members of the Public 
and Commercial Services 
Union voted by 3-1 in fa¬ 
vour of stoppages and will 
now take part in the day of 
action, set to be the biggest 
walkout over pay faced by 
the Government since it 
came to office. 

Public sector union Uni¬ 
son also intends to join the 
action following a strike 
ballot. 

The walkouts will leave 
schools with the prospect of 
losing teachers to strike ac¬ 
tion as well as support staff 
like classroom assistants, 
caretakers and kitchen staff. 

The Department for Ed¬ 
ucation said there was “no 
justification” for striking. 
Shropshire Council was un¬ 
available to comment. 

CCTV review 
starts in bid 
to cut crime 

A REVIEW of the use of 
CCTV across Mid Wales is 
to be carried out as police 
bosses work on new plans to 
prevent crime and anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

Security specialists In- 
strom have won the contract 
to research CCTV provision 
across the whole of the Dy- 
fed-Powys Police force area. 

The work is funded by Dy- 
fed-Powys Police and Crime 
Commissioner Christopher 
Salmon and county councils. 

Mr Salmon said: “Down 
the years public bodies have 
installed a variety of CCTV 
systems. The police sup¬ 
ported it, without funding, 
and now I’d like a coordi¬ 
nated approach across Dy- 
fed-Powys - that’s efficient 
at a cost agreeable to all.” 


Town's oldest supermarket set to close doors

WELSHPOOL’S oldest supermar¬ 
ket will close its doors for the very 
last time next month. 

Blakemore Retail, the com¬ 
pany which owns the Spar store 
in Church Street, has released a 
statement to its suppliers confirm¬ 
ing the closure. 

In a letter Julie Jordan, a senior 
accountants clerk at Blakemore 
Retail, said the store would cease 
trading on August 3. 

Although staff would not speak 
about the closure, it is believed 


they were told last week of the 
closure and have been told to find 
new jobs. 

Welshpool Town Councillor Es¬ 
telle Bleivas, said: “It means that 
the elderly and disabled who rely 
on a shop on that corner are going 
to have to go even further for a 
shop, especially to pay their Pay- 
Point bills. 

“The Spar has been a part of 
the town for a long time, but how 
can they compete with the likes of 
Tesco and the other big stores? 


“I know staff have been offered 
jobs in other stores but some of 
them are a distance to travel.” 

“This will mean we could have 
four, five or six people all fighting 
for jobs in Welshpool, but where 
are they?” 

Mayor Councillor Malcolm 
Douglass said: “This is a devas¬ 
tating blow for the town it really 
is.“It’s also another blow for em¬ 
ployment in the town if staff are 
going to lose their jobs. I guess if 
there was free car parking in the 


area then things might be differ¬ 
ent.” 

Welshpool Town councillor and 
Powys County Councillor Phil 
Pritchard said: “When the one¬ 
way system was originally drawn 
up the flower beds and phone box 
in Church Street were due to be 
turned into a pull-in for people to 
park there to go to the Spar, but 
that was subsequently left out of 
the final plans.” 

No-one from Spar was available 
for comment.

and for the new anti-knife campaign. 

Mr Knowles and staff at his company 
the British Ironwork Centre, based at 
Aston near Oswestry, have developed the 
knife campaign to encourage young peo¬ 
ple both locally and nationally to give up 
their weapons and to raise awareness of the 
wide-reaching impact of knife crime upon 
the lives of all those affected.

The firm are creating knife banks and 
will be visiting inner cities such as Man¬ 
chester, Liverpool and Birmingham to 
speak to street gangs to urge members to 
give up their weapons. 

Surrendered knives will be used to cre¬ 
ate a spectacular 15-24 feet tall angel statue 
in memory of those whose lives have been 
tragically lost. Mr Knowles said he had been 
careful to seek the guidance of the police to 
ensure that their campaign complements 
their efforts and says he was delighted to 
receive positive support and encourage¬ 
ment from West Mercia, West Midlands and 
Greater Manchester police forces. 

Chief Inspector Paul Moxley from West 
Mercia Police has visited the British Iron¬ 
work Centre to speak to Mr Knowles about 
the campaign and to have a look at the 
more than 30 weapons already given up to 
the firm. 

The officer wore a specially designed 
campaign T-shirt to indicate the force’s 


support for the initiative while a West Mid¬ 
lands Police spokesman said the force sup¬ 
ported the campaign which ties in with a 
recent initiative it had been carrying out to 
tackle knife crime. 

Mr Knowles said: “We have been hugely 
reassured to learn of the support for our 
project from police forces around the coun¬ 
try. We have been keen to consult them, 
to benefit from their specialist knowledge 
and to ensure the health and safety of all 
involved in our project. 

“We have had some interesting in-depth 
meetings and discussions from which we 
have learned a great deal, and would like 
to thank West Mercia, West Midlands and 
Greater Manchester Police forces and their 
Police and Crime Commissioners for their 
invaluable input.” 

Mr Knowles said he had travelled to 
Manchester on Friday last week to speak 
to families affected by knife crime. 

Among those attending the talks were 
Chirk mother Lisa McNeil, mother of 
Danny Jones, the family of Fusilier David 
Lee Collins from Manchester who died 
after being stabbed outside a Cyprus 
nightclub and the mother of Birmingham 
rapper Joshua Ribera, who used the stage 
name Depzman, and who died after being 
stabbed. 

Mr Knowles said: “It was a very emo¬ 
tional meeting. To have these mothers 
meeting for the first time, to think what 
they had gone through was very emo¬ 
tional.”

Basford, originally from 
Welshpool but now living 
at Lant Avenue, Llandrin¬ 
dod Wells, admitted nine 
charges of theft at an ear¬ 
lier hearing and was given 
a 12 month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years at 
Mold Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day. 

He was placed on supervi¬ 
sion but the judge said that 
compensation was unrealis¬ 
tic because he would not be 
able to pay it off in a reason¬ 
able time scale. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands 
said that it was a “breach of 
a high degree of trust.” 

The defendant had re¬ 
peatedly stolen from his 
step-father and had got 
away with £2,360. 

His victim was 81 with 
limited mobility and the 
defendant was paid and 
trusted to act as his carer. 

“You repaid that trust 
by using his money as your 
own, spending it on drink 
behind his back,” the judge 
told him. 

The judge said that he 
had admitted what he had 
done, had spent a period in 
hospital to detoxify and he 
added: “I am told that you 
encouraged your step-father 
to report this matter to the 
police.”

Concern at 
shortage of 
town loos 

OSWESTRY’S lack of public toilets is be¬ 
coming a concern for some of its residents, 
and one has accused the town of “going 
backwards”. 

John Oliver said one morning last week 
four different people stopped him to ask 
where the nearest toilets were. 

He said he was ashamed to tell them that 
none were available. 

He said: “I’ve lived in the town since 
1956, and it looks like Oswestry has gone 
backwards. There are more people living 
here than ever before, but we have fewer 
services. 

“A friend of mine has prostate problems 
and has to have a bucket in the back of his 
van to go in because there aren’t any toi¬ 
lets. 

“This is about the only place I’ve been to 
where there isn’t a public toilet in the bus 
station. I think in this day and age there 
should be more than one public toilet in 
Oswestry, especially as that one is closed 
on a Sunday. 

“Even Ellesmere, which is smaller than 
Oswestry, has a toilet that is open on a Sun¬ 
day, and has two toilets.” 

Glenys Davies of Oswestry Town Council 
said the council was currently unable to do 
anything to supply more public toilets in 
the town. 

“As with many things these days, the 
issue is one of cost,” she said. 


They were banging on the door so hard 
she thought it was going to cave in. They 
were shouting abuse through the door. She 
ran upstairs to call 999 and heard glass 
breaking. 

“She now lives in constant fear that they 
will come back and attack her.” 

Gillibrand, who had lived in Welshpool 
before moving to Manchester, was said to 
have given Mr Zacharski £85 during his 
time in the town. 

In a victim personal statement Mrs Zach¬ 
arski said: “The effects still haunt me. I 
found it terrifying and thought they were 
coming into my house to attack me. Since 
this I live in fear.” 

Ceri Evans, for Greenhaulgh said he ad¬ 
mitted he had smashed the glass trying to 
lure Mr Zacharski out of the house. “He 
does accept his actions were wholly unnec¬ 
essary,” she said. 

Paul Inns, for Gillibrand, said: “He said 
he lost his temper when he heard Dominic 
wasn’t there. He regrets his actions and 
does apologies for his behaviour.” 

Gillibrand, of Stradbroke Close, Gor¬ 
ton, Manchester, and Greenhaulgh, of 
Oak Street, Bolton, had admitted charges 
of using threatening and insulting words, 
and causing criminal damage at a previous 
hearing at Welshpool. 

Sentencing the duo, Sue Jerman, chair¬ 
man of the bench, said: “You acted together 
and there was a purpose for you attacking 
the property. The impact on this woman 
has been immense and she has ongoing 
vulnerability and nervousness in her own 
home.” 

The pair were given a 12 week prison 
sentence suspended for 12 months and 
were given a restraining order not to make 
contact with Mrs Zacharski or go within 
100 meters of her home. 

They will each have to pay £150 each to 
the victim, costs of £85 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £80, as well as doing 150 hours 
unpaid work.

Fraudster stole from mother-in-law 


AN 84-year-old woman whose son-in-law stole 
her £8,000 life savings will be 90 by the time he 
pays it all back, a court heard. 

Doris Mansell, of Ludlow, who suffers from 
vascular dementia was betrayed by Michael John 
Lloyd over a period of seven months. 

Unbeknown to his wife Linda, who kept her 
mother’s post office card in her purse, he had 
been stealing it and drawing money out behind 
her back. 

Deceitful Lloyd had spotted his wife entering 
the pin number and used it during the offence 


magistrates branded “an unpleasant breach of 
trust”. 

It was not until Mrs Lloyd discovered money 
missing from the account and called police that 
her husband was linked to the crime. 

Lloyd admitted fraud before Telford Mag¬ 
istrates, who ordered him to pay back the full 
amount - at a rate of £25 a week. 

Following the hearing, Mrs Mansell’s grand 
daughters said the elderly woman had been 
“cheated out of justice” as she would be 90 by 
the time the total was repaid. 


Lloyd, 45, of Belle Vue, Morda, Oswestry had 
defrauded his mother-in-law between November 
2013 and May 2014. 

Chair of magistrates Mrs Sue Tyrrell told 
Lloyd: “This was an unpleasant breach of trust 
and theft and we are aware you are paying a 
heavy price for it in estrangement from your 
family.” 

She sentenced him to a 12 month supervision 
order, with 100 hours of unpaid work and or¬ 
dered him to pay back the £8,230 at a rate of £25 
a week plus a victim surcharge of £60.

The campaign group has been set up in 
opposition to plans by Dart Energy to drill 
a temporary coal bed methane exploration 
borehole north west of The Brooklands, 
Dudleston, near Ellesmere. 

Protesters are worried that the test 
drilling will lead to a larger operation to 
extract the coal bed methane and could 
also open the door for controversial “frack¬ 
ing”, or hydraulic fracturing, for shale gas. 

More than 100 people have so far for¬ 
mally objected to Shropshire Council to 
the plans to drill the temporary coal bed 
methane exploration borehole. 

Jean Hesketh, co-ordinator for Frack 
Free Dudleston, said the number of people 
who attended to find out how they should 
object reflected the growing concern about 
the plans. 

She said: “We have had a steady stream 
of people coming in to get advice on what 
grounds they can object on. 

“This is a concern both locally and na¬ 
tionally and that concern is growing as 
more people understand what is going on.” 

Dart Energy denies it has any plans at 
the moment to explore for shale gas in the 
county, even though north Shropshire sits 
on both coal and shale, saying it is cur¬ 
rently interested in coal bed methane only.

Safety first 
for young 
swimmers 

HUNDREDS of children in Oswestry have 
been given serious lifesaving messages - 
but in a fun way. 

As the summer holidays approach the 
Royal Life Saving Society has just held its 
annual drowning prevention week. 

Swimming teachers at Oswestry Leisure 
Centre used the week to make sure children 
that use the pool, learnt important safety 
messages before they headed for holidays 
at the beach or a day by the river. 

Karen Rogers, who heads the swim 
teaching at the centre, said all the children 
loved the activities that were put on during 
their swimming lessons. 

She said that there were worrying statis¬ 
tics about drowning. 

“Accidental drowning causes more than 
400 UK deaths every year, is the third high¬ 
est cause of death in children and claims 
the lives of at least 360,000 people world¬ 
wide each year. Almost half of child drown- 
ings in Britain take place during school 
holidays.” 

“We put the emphasis on fun to make 
sure that our swimming students would 
remember the messages.” 

“We have about 700 on our books and 
almost everyone brought along t-shirts for 
the swimming lessons, to show just how dif¬ 
ficult it is to swim in your clothes.” 

Children were also taught rescue tech¬ 
niques from the side of the pool. 


woman, said: “Appropriate action is taken 
in respect of all calls, and enquiries con¬ 
ducted if appropriate and necessary.” 

Over the past four years, the force has 
received a number of calls in relation to 
strange goings on, including one about 
sheep abduction. 

The caller claimed they had seen sheep 
being taken on board an unidentified fly¬ 
ing object from a field in Llanybydder, near 
Lampeter. 

In the same year, 2011, a caller from Ab¬ 
erystwyth reported they were previously 
abducted by aliens, experimented on, then 
returned to earth. 

Sightings 

It brings the total number of UFO sight¬ 
ings reported in the force area, which is 
home to a sightings hotspot once dubbed 
“the Welsh triangle” to 27 since 2002. 

Powys isn’t alone in being a hotspot for 
UFO sightings - Shropshire has its own 
X-Files incident. 

At about 1.15am on March 31, 1993, in 
what has been dubbed the Cosford Inci¬ 
dent, there were dozens of sightings across 
western Britain of triangular shaped UFOs 
moving across the sky at speed. 

An MoD police patrol reported seeing 
bright lights in the sky over RAF Cosford. 

The officers called the meteorological of¬ 
ficer at Shawbury to tell him to look out for 
a UFO. He then claimed to have seen “a 
vast triangular shaped craft flying at about 
200ft” which made a low humming noise 
and fired a narrow beam of light which 
swept the ground. 

Meanwhile, in September 2010, Joshua 
Lester-Rigg said he witnessed “a huge 
fireball” crossing the sky and plummeting 
down to earth in Stirchley, Telford. “I don’t 
know if what I saw was a UFO or a mete¬ 
orite,” he said. 


A 1940s Dig for Victory garden has been 
recreated in Llanyblodwel and will be wel¬ 
coming in visitors for the first time this 
weekend.

“We’ll be collecting donations to help to¬ 
wards the restoration of Llanyblodwel and 
Porthymaen war memorial which records 
residents of the parish who fell in the First 
World War 

Food grown in the garden will be served.

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This week’s news that the Spar 
supermarket is to close is anoth¬ 
er major blow for Welshpool. 

The news comes close on the 
heels of the sale of WR Davies 
(Motors), another long standing 
town business, and there’s no 
hiding the reason why both busi¬ 
nesses hit trouble. 

The garage owners sold out 
after failing to compete with fuel 
prices at the new Tesco super¬ 
store and Spar bosses were 
forced to cut staff levels soon 
after the new store opened. 

The one-way system has 
also had a big effect on trade 
at the Spar, Welshpool’s oldest 
supermarket. With traffic only 
approaching from one direction 
and motorists no longer able 
to pull-up outside footfall has 
dropped dramatically. 

It’s a sad day for the town and 
a very sad day for the store’s loy¬ 
al staff. The Spar has stood at 
the entrance to the town’s main 
car park for decades and will be 
badly missed by shoppers. 

Tesco sells just about 
everything that is on offer from 
other town retailers and these 
latest closures were predicted. 
It’s also no surprise that Morri¬ 
sons are now offering free park¬ 
ing and free trollies - a sign that 
business is not what it should be. 

The reality is that nothing 
stands in the way of change and 
nothing stands in the way of fair 
trade either. After all when the 
Spar arrived in Welshpool it had 
the same effect on many small 
businesses as Tesco has now. 


Roads in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales are getting safer accord¬ 
ing to figures released by the 
Institute for Advanced Motoring. 
Well you could have fooled me! 

Deaths and injuries are down, 
reflecting a national trend, but 
that certainly doesn’t mean driv¬ 
ing has improved. If the Institute 
suits thinks it has they are seri¬ 
ously wrong.

Leap of faith pays off 
for sixth form pupils

The 40 sixth form students 
awaiting their AS results 
say decision was justified.

IT WAS a leap of faith for a group 
of teenagers from Oswestry. 

They chose the sixth form at the 
Marches School to study for AS and 
A levels while their new centre was 
still a building site and before staff 
had been put in place. 

But the 40 students who are now 
awaiting their AS results say their 
decision has been justified. 

And such has been the success of the 
sixth form that 140 students have applied 
to begin their further education there in 
September. 

In September 2013 The Marches 
School became the first academy school 
in the county, to open a sixth form offer¬ 
ing A level studies. 

It was heralded as the next exciting 
step for the school, which has more than 
1,200 students, following the change to 
an academy in August 2012. 

Lectures 

This week sees the first group of stu¬ 
dents, fresh from their AS exams, already 
beginning their lectures and studies for 
their A levels. 

Their sixth form centre, for decades 
the residential care home, Fairholme, is 
unrecognisable from its former guise. 

Bedrooms and communal living areas 
were transformed to provide the sixth 
formers with their own base. 

For although many of the students 
have their lectures in classrooms in the 
main school, their study areas, common 
room, exam room and small tutorial 
rooms are completely separate from the 
school giving the older students their 
own identity. 


The colour schemes and other de¬ 
signs, chosen by Marches pupils in the 
run up to the building work, is young 
and fresh while a clever balance has 
been achieved between the study room 
with its bank of computers and the 
common room. 

There students can combine more re¬ 
laxed study with making themselves tea 
and toast or snacks in the kitchen area. 

Here students talked about their de¬ 
cision to choose the sixth form, before it 
was even built. 

Luke Mackensie, 17, from Oswestry 
said: “I already knew the teachers and 
thought that would help. They already 
knew my abilities and it seemed a natu¬ 
ral progression for me.” 

Initially Zoe Entwistle, 16, from 
Oswestry went to Yale in Wrexham to 


study but found it wasn’t for her. 

“I felt very anonymous and decided to 
return to the Marches. It is a very close 
sixth form, we do all get on together 
and the staff are very good at charting 
our progress.” 

One of the sixth form presidents, 
Rhianne Lloyd, said the sixth formers 
had been involved in fundraising in the 
community. 

“As part of our National Citizenship 
Project we raised money to buy Christ¬ 
mas presents for children at the Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital and then went to the 
hospital and did crafts and other activi¬ 
ties with the young patients.” 

Now starting their A-levels studies 
the current students are looking for¬ 
ward to welcoming the new intake of 
AS students in September. 


Head of sixth form, Claire Buckle said: 
“We have had over 140 applications for 
Year 12 in September and we were de¬ 
lighted to host a taster day at school for 
our prospective students. 

“They experienced life in the sixth 
form, sampled lessons in all subjects and 
socialised with the current sixth form 
students, who will be their colleagues 
next year. 

“As a result of our ever-expanding 
sixth form, we have made two new ap¬ 
pointments to the team, both current 
teachers at the Marches.” 

“It is almost impossible to believe that 
the first year of the Marches sixth form 
is coming to a close. It is equally difficult 
to believe how much we have packed 
into this academic year. 

“It is the Induction Day tomorrow 
(Friday) - an opportunity for prospective 
sixth formers to attend taster sessions in 
the subjects they hope to study and mix 
with their peers.” 

The expected huge influx in numbers 
in September not only means more staff 
but also new classrooms. 

Painters and other workers are busy 
converting more of the old Fairholme 
building into new classroom areas and 
lecture rooms in time for September. 

Painting 

Even the sixth form “piazza” has been 
given a make over. 

Staff from Barclays took part in a 
“groundforce” day, painting the outside 
courtyard and planting new shrubs. 

One of the members of the sixth form 
staff, Wayne Young said the piazza was 
popular with the students. He said he 
was excited about the coming 12 months. 

“The sixth form is going from strength 
to strength. We have students who have 
spent their first year elsewhere and who 
are coming back to us for their second 
year. 

“We have other students from as 
far away as Baschurch, Wrexham and 
Powys who want to join us.”

In common with everyone 
else, readers of the Oswestry 
and Borders Chronicle will have 
been shocked and revolted by 
what has emerged into public 
view about the predatory sexu¬ 
al activities of Jimmy Savile and 
Rolf Harris.

Even more shocking is a sug¬ 
gestion that there may have 
been a cover up by senior poli¬ 
ticians, parliamentary whips and 
leading civil servants. It is even 
being suggested that 114 files 
may have been improperly de¬ 
stroyed - though there is no real 
evidence that this is true. 

Rumours of this sort have to 
be addressed. As well as being 
serious crimes against children, 
the suggestion of a cover up 
does terrible damage to our par¬ 
liamentary democracy. 

Thankfully, the Home Secre¬ 
tary, Theresa May, has moved 
quickly to discover the truth. 
There will be an immediate in¬ 
quiry, reporting in ten weeks, 
into how information given to the 
police and Parliament has been 
handled. 

A much more wide ranging 
inquiry into historical child sex 
abuse, in the media, the NHS 
and elsewhere, headed by re¬ 
tired senior judge, Elizabeth But¬ 
ler Sloss is being set up.

DO I NEED SPECIAL T&CS TO SELL HANDMADE GOODS THROUGH ONLINE SHOP? 

Q: I have a bicycle repair and hire business in a tourist area which I set up two years ago after being made redundant. It has gone really well and I am now 
thinking of branching out into building tailor-made bikes. Due to the specialist nature of this I feel I would benefit from having a website that could promote the 
business far and wide. However, as I will be using photographs that won’t necessarily represent the tailor made products that people will be buying, I am wondering 
whether I should include any special terms and conditions of sale on my website? 

A: There are extra obligations on business owners who sell goods online and generally all goods sold must correspond with their description. As your bikes are 
handmade you should point out to the consumer that those shown may differ in appearance, colour etc. Photographs should carry a similar disclaimer. 

Providing accurate product information up front to consumers prior to a contract of sale being concluded is in fact a legal obligation, as is the requirement to inform 
them of the exact price payable, including any taxes, prior to delivery of the goods. From 13th June 2014 under the Consumer Contracts Regulations 2013 you 
must also promise to deliver the goods within 30 days of the order being placed and allow a 14 day cooling off period during which the consumer can cancel their 
order without reason and return the goods (at their own expense). 

If you fail to inform consumers on your website about their right to cancel their order/contract after receipt of the goods, the cooling off period is extended by an 
additional 12 months from 14 days. To provide yourself with better protection you should have a solicitor consider the terms and conditions prior to putting them on 
your website.

Caravan park 
expansion plan 

OWNERS of a caravan 
park are hoping to expand 
their operations by install¬ 
ing a reception desk and 
warden’s accommodation 
on site. 

Bosses at Bridleway Car¬ 
avan Park on the outskirts 
of Gobowen say the lack 
of the facilities is holding 
it back from becoming a 
“premier touring site” in 
the county. 

The park has planning 
permission for 12 tour¬ 
ing caravans and an area 
designated for tents. But 
planning papers lodged in 
support of its plans for the 
improvements say visitors 
have complained it is short 
of the facilities found on 
other sites. 

Scooter bums out

Report reveals that our 
roads are getting safer 

■ by Pam Kingsley ^ 


ROADS in Shropshire and Mid Wales are getting safer according to 
figures released by the Institute for Advanced Motoring. 

Across Shropshire there were 14 per cent fewer fatalities - three people - on 
the roads in 2013 than in 2012 and 38 per cent fewer injuries - 495 people. 

Of those injured, there were 135 seriously hurt in 2013 compared with 156 in 2012. But 
while the Shropshire Council area saw a fall in the number of people seriously injured on 
the roads, Telford & Wrekin Council saw an increase of 25 per cent. 

Over the border in Powys the number of 
deaths has also fallen, with fatalities drop¬ 
ping from 16 in 2012 to just 9 in 2013. The 
number of people injured also fell by 79. 

The figures reflected the national trend 
as the number of casualties from road acci¬ 
dents fell to its lowest point since national 
records began in 1926.

Killed 

Nationally in 2013, 1,713 people were 
killed in road accidents while 21,657 people 
were seriously injured. 

IAM director of policy and research Neil 
Greig said: “The IAM welcomes the overall 
decrease in road deaths in 2013 which main¬ 
tains the recent downward trends despite 
our roads getting a little busier as the econ¬ 
omy picks up . We are however still killing 
nearly five people every day nationally. 

“It is worrying that motorways have seen 
a 14 per cent increase in deaths which is 
only partly explained by a 1.5 per cent in¬ 
crease in traffic. 

“It is vital that the government keeps a 
close eye on these figures as the Highway 
Agency rolls out its programme of wide¬ 
spread hard shoulder running as opposed to 
widening.

Council getting 
tough with the 
dog poo dodgers 

TWO dog owners have been fined £75 for not cleaning up 
after their pets. 

Powys County Council said its environmental protection 
team has issued the fixed penalty notices on the two dog 
owners after members of the public reported them. 

One of the incidents took place on Prince of Wales Drive 
in Oldford, Welshpool, while the other took place on grass 
in Union Street, Newtown. 

After the incidents were reported to the council, inves¬ 
tigations were launched and both owners were ordered to 
pay £75 fixed penalty notices. 

The council is now urging residents and local businesses 
to report any similar incidents of dog fouling which takes 
place so it can investigate. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member responsible for 
environmental protection, said the council is determined to 
tackle the issue and clean up the county’s streets. 

He said: “I would like to thank the members of the pub¬ 
lic who reported this to us. The information they provided 
allowed us to investigate and issue the fixed penalty notices 
on those dog owners. 

“We understand the impact dog fouling has on our com¬ 
munities and we are determined to tackle this issue. How¬ 
ever, we can’t do this alone and our residents and local 
businesses can play a vital role in helping combat this in 
Powys. 

“This is a clear example that by working together, we can 
combat dog fouling in our county. 

“The council is also urging residents to report any par¬ 
ticular problems in their area and is also reminding dog 
owners that they must clean up after their dog has fouled 
and properly dispose of the waste.” 


PCC boss sorry for 
care change issues 


A SENIOR councillor has 
apologised over Powys 
County Council’s handling 
of the transfer of some of its 
services. 

Domiciliary care, which 
was previously provided by 
about 20 companies, was 
taken over by four - Alpha 
Home Care, Care Watch 
UK, Reach and Abicare 
after a tendering process in 
March. 

Although the shake-up 
has led to complaints, the 
cabinet member for adult 
services, Councillor Dar¬ 
ren Mayor, said that “on 
the whole the council had 
been pleased at the conti¬ 
nuity of care” that had been 
achieved.

Three sixth forms could 
close in review shake-up

UP to three sixth forms in Powys could be closed, as the county 
council enters the final stage of a review of post-16 education. 

The council launched an urgent review of post 16 education in March when 
it emerged funding cuts meant 31 A-level subjects would have to be dropped at 
Powys’s 12 high schools from this September. 

Now the final stage of the review is to consider how the county could operate just nine 
or 10 sixth form sites instead of the current 12. No schools have been named in the review. 

At a meeting last week the council’s cab¬ 
inet agreed that work on the final stage of 
the review should start and a final report 
will be brought back to the cabinet in Au¬ 
gust. 

An interim report recommended the final 
stage of the review should consider adopting 
a model based on just nine or 10 sixth form 
sites. Under this model the cost of school 
transport would still have to be met, but the 
council believes it could retain pupils who 
might otherwise choose to travel to England 
or other parts of Wales to continue their ed¬ 
ucation. 

If the council decides to close any sixth 
forms, pupils starting two year A-level 
courses in September would be able to com¬ 
plete them at the same site, so the earliest 
any change could be introduced is Septem¬ 
ber 2016, if approval to proceed to formal 
consultation was taken in the late summer 
or early Autumn 2014. 

Cabinet members approved accountants 
PWC conduct the final stage review at a cost 
of no more than £75,000. 

Last year, the council agreed to axe the 
sixth form at John Beddoes School,in Prest¬ 
eigne, which has since become a campus of 
Newtown High School. 


Handy help for 
older people 

AN AMBITIOUS new grant given to Care 
and Repair in Powys can help older people 
in the county make improvements and ad¬ 
aptations to their homes to help cope with 
changing physical or medical needs, espe¬ 
cially to give protection from falls and ac¬ 
cidents.

Teenager locked up for

A TEENAGER from Welshpool has been locked up for four years af¬ 
ter admitting child sex offences and possessing hundreds of inde¬ 
cent images on his mobile phone. 

He appeared at Mold Crown Court where he was sentenced to four years in 
a youth detention facility and told he will have to sign the sexual offenders’ 


register for life, as well as 
vention order. 

The images were discov¬ 
ered when Shawn Anthony 
Frazer, 19, took his mobile 
phone to a repair shop in 
Newtown, Powys. 

Frazer, of Salop Road, 
Welshpool, had admitted 
possessing the images and 
sexually abusing four chil¬ 
dren. 

A total of 10,000 images 
were found including hun¬ 
dreds of images of child sex 
abuse, and the police were 
alerted. 

Prosecuting barrister 
Simon Rogers said that 
forensic analyses of the 
phone revealed discussions 
and descriptions of the im¬ 
ages with other men “in the 
most graphic of detail”. 

Mr Rogers said there 
were so many images on 
the phone that police only 
analysed a portion of them. 
They looked at just over 
1,000 and of them 25 per 
cent had been distributed.

The court heard that 
Frazer had targeted four 
victims who he sexually 
assaulted or engaged in 
sexual activity with, and 
that his behaviour had a 
profound effect upon them 
and caused great distress to 
their families.

“These offences, which had 
been committed over a two 


finite sexual offences pre¬ 
year period, are serious and 
disturbing. 

“You have accessed the 
most appalling images and 
distributed some of them - 
and went on to touch chil¬ 
dren sexually and to engage 
in sexual activity in front of 
them. 

“Without people such as 
you prepared to view and

In reports, Frazer was 
described as a high risk of 
causing harm to children 
but a low risk of re-offend- 
ing. 

John Hedgecoe, for 
Frazer, said the teenager 
had been in care from a very 
young age and had been 
subjected to bullying. He 
said Frazer had been seek¬ 
ing counselling.

NO action was taken against a man who bulldozed part of the an¬ 
cient Offa’s Dyke because police couldn’t prove he knew it was the 
famous trail. 

But experts have warned it highlighted a gap in the current law designed to 
protect historic monuments. 

The damage was done on land at Chirk, on the Shropshire/Wales border, bought by 
two travellers. 


Correspondence by North Wales Police 
and officials from the Welsh historic monu¬ 
ments body CADW has now been released 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

In it CADW said the new owners claimed 
the land had been advertised as ideal for 
stables and a paddock and neither the seller 
nor their solicitor had informed them of the 
protected status of the site. 

Prove 

Wrexham CID told CADW that no fur¬ 
ther action would be taken “due to both 
parties’ solicitors not identifying Offa’s 
Dyke” and because officers couldn’t prove 
whoever was responsible for the damage 
knew the site was part of the 1,200-year- 
old earthwork. 

But CADW said the decision not to pros¬ 
ecute highlighted “a failing in current 
legislation under which the monument is 
protected.” 

A criminal offence is only committed 
when someone causes damage knowing it 
was a protected monument and with intent

to destroy or damage. “It is therefore a de¬ 
fence to demonstrate ignorance of the pro¬ 
tected status,” an official explained in the 
FOI documents. 

The trail, popular with ramblers, runs for 
177 miles from Prestatyn in North Wales to 
near Chepstow on the mouth of the River 
Severn. Historians have always linked the 
dyke with King Offa, the Mercian (English) 
king who ruled in the eighth century, and 
have thought it was there as a warning to 
the Welsh, or as a defensive wall. It’s up to 
eight feet high and 65 feet wide and pre¬ 
vious estimates were that its construction 
was between 757 and 796AD. 

According to legend, there were violent 
repercussions for those of either nationality 
who strayed to the “wrong” side. 

Recent research by the Clwyd-Powys 
Archaeological Trust has suggested that at 
least part was built up to 200 years earlier 
than thought.

Chairman Darrell Wright said: “It’s a chance to keep 
members of the public and supporters up to date with 
what’s happening. “People might think it’s gone a bit quiet 
recently, but there’s still a massive amount of work going 
on behind the scenes.” 

Clwyd South AM Ken Skates, another of the trust’s 
founder members, added: “We have enjoyed fantastic sup¬ 
port from the public so far, and I would ask you to stick 
with us while we continue with our efforts to save Plas 
Madoc. 

“As long as the will, the enthusiasm and the support re¬ 
main then we have every chance of reopening the centre 
and achieving something amazing.” 

The trust’s most recent fundraiser, a race night, was held 
at the Old Black Horse in Rhostyllen on Friday and raised 
almost £600.

Octavia’s

Every once in a while, it’s nice 
to give the system one right on 
the nose. It doesn’t happen of¬ 
ten, but when it does it’s a sweet 
feeling. 

Imagine getting that feeling every 
single time you drive your car. That’s 
pretty much the deal with the Skoda 
Octavia GreenLine. If fuel prices make 
you feel as if you’re being mugged, 
here’s one of the most satisfying legal 
ways to hit back. 

The best thing about this third genera¬ 
tion Octavia is that in order to realise these 
minuscule fuel bills, the car asks very little 
of you in return. It’s big, it’s got an engine 
that doesn’t need help driving the car out 
of a wet paper bag and it’s even reasona¬ 
bly well equipped. 

The Octavia GreenLine is powered by a 
diesel engine that manages a respectable 
110PS, which is actually 5PS more than the 
otherwise similar 1.6 TDI units found in the 
rest of the Octavia range. This means it’ll 
get to 62mph in a fraction over 10 seconds 
and top out at 128mph. This 1.6-litre diesel 
engine comes from a tried and tested VW 
Group family renowned for being smooth, 
flexible and relaxing to drive. With 250Nm 
of torque on tap, it’s not going to labour, 
even if you’re five-up. 

If you’re not familiar with this third gen¬ 
eration Octavia, then the first thing you’ll 
notice is the fact that it’s grown, and by 
quite some amount. The latest model is 


90mm longer and 45mm wider than the 
second-generation Octavia. At the same 
time, the wheelbase has grown by 108mm, 
mainly benefiting the interior and space 
on the rear seats. This means the Octavia 
is now almost as long as a Ford Mondeo 
and there’s genuinely impressive rear seat 
space. 

The boot has increased in space to 
590-litres, distancing this MK3 model from 
its predecessor, a car that competed with 
typical family hatchbacks like Ford Focus, 
a model offering just 320 litres under the 
rear hatch. Now you see how far this cur¬ 
rent Octavia has stepped up in size. Need 
even more space? Then you can choose 
an estate variant with a 610-litre cargo area. 

Despite the notchback design, the 
standard version of this model remains 
a five-door car with a massive tailgate. 
There’s a really crisp, architectural neat¬ 
ness to the exterior design and detailing, 
with plenty of shape in the flanks, an ele¬ 
gant sweep to the roofline and a refreshing 
simplicity to the front end. 

The interior is similarly simple and ele¬ 
gant as a result. Materials quality has im¬ 
proved and there’s stacks of clever storage 
ideas. 

Skoda asks just over £20,000 for the 
Octavia GreenLine hatch, which means 
that you’re looking at just under £2,000 
more than you’d pay for an entry-level 1.6 
TDI Octavia in base S trim. Given that you 
get an additional 14 miles from a gallon of 
fuel in the GreenLine, you’d have to drive 
140,000 miles in it to reap back that addi¬ 
tional cost in fuel savings alone. 

Still, that doesn’t take into account the 


winning formula

bit of additional equipment. It gets acous¬ 
tic rear parking sensors, dual-zone climate 
control air conditioning with humidity sen¬ 
sor and control, and cornering front fog 
lights, none of which you’ll find on the S 
model. In fact it sits somewhere between 
the SE and the Elegance in Skoda’s trim 
walk up. 

Go for the estate version and you’re 
looking at an £800 premium. Whichever 
bodystyle you select, the cabin is quite low 
key with black fabric seating, and very lit- 


tle in the way ot colour. Satety equipment 

includes ESP stability control, hill hold 
control, parking sensors, rest assist, twin 
front, side and curtain airbags, a driver’s 
knee airbag and a tyre pressure monitor¬ 
ing system. 

There aren’t too many cars in this size 
class that can approach the Octavia Green- 
Line’s running costs. The headline figure is 
that 88.3mpg combined fuel economy fig¬ 
ure. On a longer run, it’ll better 94mpg and 
a few hypermiling techniques might well 
see the car top 10Ompg.

Class act from Mercedes

The Mercedes A180 CDI SE 
ECO might well be a car you’d 
never previously considered if 
you were maybe looking at a Fo¬ 
cus or an Astra. 

If you can downsize one notch, you 
get a car that’s cheaper to run, better 
built inside and comes with some so¬ 
phisticated technology that makes it 
feel like money extremely well spent. 

This generation A-Class is a class act 
and one that presents a real challenge 
to rivals and a real tempter for those who 
always thought buying and running a 
Mercedes-Benz was out of their reach. 

The ECO version of the A180 CDI SE 
features an aerodynamic grille element, 



coupled with underbody panelling and 
suspension that’s lowered by 10mm front 
and 15mm at the rear, giving it a nicely 
hunkered down appearance. 

All trim elements have been given an 
electroplated finish, resulting in real metal 
surfaces with a “cool touch” effect. The in¬ 
strument panel is divided into a wing pro- 
file-type upper section and a solid lower 
section. Perhaps the most interesting de¬ 
sign touch is what looks like an iPad sitting 
on the upper part of the centre console but 
which is in fact an integrated touch-screen 
system which syncs seamlessly with a 
smartphone. 

For around £22,000, you do get air con¬ 
ditioning, electric windows al round, sports 
seats, a trip computer, ARTICO and cloth 
upholstery, the Audio 20 radio with CD, 
tablet-style colour display, six speakers, 
telephone keypad, and Bluetooth and USB 
inputs. The wheels are perhaps the only 
part of the car that look as if they could 
benefit from having a bit of money thrown 
at them, but be aware that going for a set 
of alloys bigger than the 16-inch ten-spoke 
rims that the A180 CDI SE ECO comes 
with will see your fuel economy dip a little. 
In fact, Mercedes is remarkably generous 
with their equipment provision for the en¬ 
try-level SE trim. Some rival manufacturers 
strip out the lower models in a range, but 
about 90 per cent of the goodies that you 
get in a range topping AMG Sport A-Class 
you’ll also find in this SE. 

The asking price of around £22,000 
looks reasonable value given the amount 
of equipment you get and resale values of 
this latest A-Class have held up very well. 
You’ll need to be a little careful when choos¬ 
ing options to protect those residuals but

otherwise there’s little to worry about here. 

Even the pre-ECO Mercedes A180 CDI SE 
would only cost you around 48 pence per 
mile to run over a three year/36,000 mile 
ownership tenure. That you can spend 
about the same asking price on a Ford Fo¬ 
cus diesel that will cost around 55ppm to 
run demonstrates that Mercedes is offer¬ 
ing a viable alternative to the mainstream 
badges here. 

The Mercedes-Benz A180 CDI SE is a 
very interesting vehicle. We normally think 
of Mercedes as a company that’s all about 
power and prestige, but here’s a car that 
makes a diesel Ford Focus look expen¬ 


sive to run and feels like a product several 

notches removed in terms of quality and 
sense of occasion. Yes, it’s a smaller car 
than a Focus and that may well be an issue 
but it’s hardly cramped inside and comes 
with safety features that family buyers will 
certainly value. 

So if you thought you were in the market 
for a Ford,a Vauxhall or a Renault, it’s worth 
doing the sums, taking a test drive and 
seeing whether the Mercedes A180 CDI 
SE ECO will work for you. We’re betting it 
will and we’d also wager that you wouldn’t 
regret your decision to buy it. Just try it. 
You’ll see.

Mazda3 is

Judged purely on merit, the Maz- 
da3 ought to be one of the top five 
superminis in this country but the 
sales figures paint a sorrier story. 

Undaunted by this, Mazda has gone 
back to the drawing board and developed 
a massively improved car. It’s just too 
good to ignore. 

So here we are with Mazda’s third stab at its 
family hatch, the Mazda3. There’s a quite pleas¬ 
ant symmetry about that fact, but it’s worth re¬ 
minding ourselves how we got here. 

The first Mazda3 debuted in December 2003. 
Most expected the Ford Focus to be the first 
beneficiary of Ford’s family hatch platform but 
instead the chassis got its first airing with a 
Mazda badge bolted to the bodywork. That’s 
not to say the Ford and its Mazda cousin were 
alike in the way they drove. The Mazda felt a 
little softer and more luxury-biased than the Fo¬ 
cus, with even the Sport variants offering a very 
composed ride. 

It was facelifted in 2006, an MPS sports mod¬ 
el appeared in 2007 and then the range was 
replaced in 2009 by the second generation car. 

That was a more elegant piece of styling, yet 
it again provoked apathy from the British pub¬ 
lic. The top brass in Hiroshima must have won¬ 
dered what it needed to do to get this strange 
island race to buy its cars. It received a minor 
facelift in 2011 which brings us to the third gen¬ 
eration car, first shown to the public at the 2013 
Frankfurt Show. 

The latest Mazda3 gets four engine options, 
all of which are designed around Mazda’s 
SkyActiv technology. You’re probably used 
to such nonsense buzzwords, but bear with 
this one because there’s real merit behind it. 


SkyActiv aims to improve efficiency by reduc¬ 
ing weight and utilising smart functions such 
as capturing waste energy to power things like 
the air-conditioning when the car is stationary. It 
even extends to functions like an active shutter 
front grille which closes for better aerodynam¬ 
ics when the engine isn’t in immediate need of 
cooling. T 

he engines comprise an entry-level 1.5-litre 
petrol and two 2.0-litre petrol units, as well as 
a 2.2-litre diesel. The 1.5-litre engine produces 
99bhp and will go from rest to 62mph in 10.8 
seconds, while the 2.2-litre diesel will cover the 
benchmark sprint in 8.1 seconds, thanks to its 
punchy 148bhp engine. 

Customers 

Mazda reckons a less powerful diesel engine 
will eventually be offered to UK customers, but 
it may take quite a while. 

The 2.0-litre petrol engine is offered in two 
distinct flavours; one packing 118bhp and the 
other with 165bhp. 

Performance? Think rest to 62mph in 8.9 
seconds for the standard version and 8.2 sec¬ 
onds for the higher power version. Buyers of 
the 118bhp 2.0-litre petrol and the 2.2-litre die¬ 
sel are also offered the option of a six-speed 
automatic. 

Those who loved the stealthy speed of the 
Mazda3 MPS hatchback will also have to sit 
and wait for further news. 

If you’re searching for some kind of visual 
DNA that links the three generations of Mazda3, 
you’ll search in vain. None look anything like 
the other which doesn’t help in building a firm 
identity amongst buyers. Nonetheless, it’s hard 
to argue that the latest car is anything other than 
very sharp-looking in either five-door hatch or 
‘Fastback’ saloon forms.Improved aerodynam¬ 
ics have helped the car become quieter, helped 
by lightweight sound-absorbing materials and

softer shock absorbers. It’s stiffer in the chassis 
than before but weight has been cut. 

The 350-litre boot is 10 litres bigger than the 
old car, putting it on a par with the likes of the 
Vauxhall Astra but easily beating the Ford Fo¬ 
cus. Interior materials quality looks a big leap 
forward, a neat three dial instrument pack and 
most of the minor controls being tidied into a 
touch screen controller. 

Pricing sits mainly in the £17,000 to £23,000 
bracket and the Mazda3 is offered as a five- 


door hatchback or a four-door ‘Fastback’ sa¬ 
loon, the latter bodystyle rivalling cars like the 
Volkswagen Golf and the Audi A3 saloon. The 
car is offered with the sort of hi-tech features 
that were the preserve of luxury saloons. 

The mobile system is particularly interesting, 
following the likes of Toyota into the market 
with a system that allows the car to pair with a 
smartphone and display Facebook and Twitter 
updates. A nine-speaker Bose audio system is 
also available.

Venga just 
one of Kia’s 
models to 
up its game

Kia’s good-looking and roomy supermini 
MPV isn’t quite there yet in terms of cabin 
quality but it isn’t far off. Aspects of the in¬ 
terior feel really classy and the folding rear 
seats work well. 

The 1.4-litre CRDi diesel isn’t the Venga’s best 
unit but it delivers 63mpg economy with the aid of a 
standard stop/start system. 

As car buyers we like our preconceptions. Without them 
how could we possibly make sense of the monumental 
range of choice we’re faced with? 

There are just too many cars out there and it’s really useful 
if we can dismiss some of them out of hand based on what 
we think we know about the companies that make them. 
Now get ready for the bad news, if you don’t occasionally re¬ 
vise these prejudices towards certain makes or models, you 
might end up missing out in a big way. For example and like 
it or not, anybody looking for a small family car with a diesel 
engine should at least consider the Kia Venga 1.4 CRDi. 

If you’re thinking that Kia makes basic, cheap cars that fall 
below the quality standards set but the big name brands, 
you’ve just proven the point about revising those precon¬ 
ceptions from time to time. Much to the consternation of 
Ford, Vauxhall, Volkswagen, Renault and the other compa¬ 
nies that UK car buyers gravitate towards by default, Kia has 
been on the up. 

We’ve seen a concerted effort by the Korean firm to up its 
game and compete on an equal footing with the big players. 

The Venga is a supermini MPV and prime evidence of the 
progress that has been made. It’s built in Europe to Europe¬ 
an quality standards and designed to European tastes for 
sale on the European market. As Europeans and with Kia 
having gone to all this trouble, we really should give it a 
chance. 

It’s the diesel Venga we’re concerned with here, a model 
that will be crucial to the car’s success in its intended Euro¬ 
pean heartland. The engine is a 1.4-litre CRDi common-rail 
injection unit with 89bhp at 4,000rpm and 163Nm of torque 
between 1,750 and 2,750rpm. 

Acceleration from 0-62mph takes 14seconds which is far 
from lively but the engine gives up its power in a smooth 
manner with good flexibility. It’s not the most refined unit, 
filling the cabin with booming sound when pushed hard and 
coming over a little coarse on part throttle. 

The actual handling of the Venga is worthy of praise with 
the well-weighted steering provoking crisp responses.

Roundabouts 

Don’t expect anything too dynamic because this is a taller 
vehicle than a conventional supermini and its height is felt 
in corners through a bit of body roll. The chunky steering 
wheel feels good in the hands and the upright driving posi¬ 
tion affords good visibility, although the A-pillars do obstruct 
your view on roundabouts. The ride is comfortable, the sus¬ 
pension taking bumps in its stride, and the Venga generally 
feels very at home in the urban streets where most owners 
will use it. 

The cabin is what it’s all about here and the Venga is cer¬ 
tainly roomy with plenty of legroom and a boot of 440-litres. 
Kia has put particular thought into how owners will accom¬ 
modate their luggage and the boot area can be extended to 
570 litres by sliding the rear seat forward or through the two- 
tier boot floor, even before you get involved in folding the 
rear seats down. When you are forced to employ Kia’s Fold 
& Dive seating system, which operates with a reassuring so¬ 
lidity, the 60:40 split rear seats drop to create a flat load floor 
with a 1,552mm load length and a 1,253 litre capacity. 

Kia’s quest to enhance the quality of its products has 
been a successful one and the parts of the Venga that you 
look at and touch most regularly appear to be a match for 
the sector’s finest. The design is uncomplicated and there 
are nice details like the tactile metallic bezels on the main 
dials and the crisp illumination of the instruments. 

Before it began clambering up market, Kia was known 
for low prices and lots of equipment. You still get a fair bit of 
kit for your money in the Venga but the prices reflect Kia’s 
desire for parity with mainstream rivals. The trim levels are 
handily dubbed 1, 2 and 3. The entry-level one featuring 
basics like electric windows, a CD stereo, the Fold & Dive 
seating system and a centre armrest. The car comes in a 
single five-door bodystyle with six-speed gearboxes for the 
diesel models featured here. 

The diesel Vengas come with the EcoDynamics badge 
on their tailgates which refers to the presence of Kia’s Eco¬ 
Dynamics fuel saving technology. The highlight of this is the 
ISG stop-start system which turns off the engine when the 
car is stationary and restarts it automatically when it’s time 
to move off. The Venga also has gear-shift indicator lights 
and low rolling resistance tyres on versions with 15” or 16” 
wheels. The 1.4 CRDi diesel returns close to 63mpg on the 
combined cycle with emissions of 117g/km. This doesn’t 
make it the cleanest car in the sector but it comes close.

Transit is 
putting on 
the style

When it comes to vans, one size most cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t fit all. 

Van users have hugely diverse needs and the frag¬ 
mentation of the van market into different size classes 
has provided manufacturers with the opportunity to 
really tailor vans to specific purposes. 

Take the Ford Transit Courier. You used to know where 
you were with a Ford Transit. It was a big, blocky thing and 
it had all the sophistication of a stag weekend in Magaluf. 
Buyers loved it though. It was rugged, inexpensive and did 
the job. Now the Ford Transit is a brand that encompasses a 
number of different models. 

It’s a lucrative strategy too, with the upswing in com¬ 
mercial vehicles sales post-recession. Ford expects Transit 
range sales to grow to 400,000 units per year by 2016, well 
over 50 per cent more than its 2012 figure and key to that 
will be the smallest member of the Transit retinue, the Transit 
Courier. 

Although you don’t get any choice when it comes to body 
styles, you’ll need to come to a decision about the oily bits 
under the bonnet. The Courier is available with highly-effi- 
cient diesel and petrol engines that target best-in-class fuel 
economy and offer Auto-Start-Stop on all units. Customers 
can choose between the Dagenham-built 1.5-litre 75PS and 
1.6-litre 95PS Duratorq TDCi diesel engines, plus the tiny 
1.0-litre 100PS EcoBoost petrol engine, the ‘International 
Engine of the Year’ 2012. 

City vans need to do that seemingly impossible thing of 
being big on the inside but as small as is practicable out¬ 
side, which is one reason why they all look much of a much¬ 
ness, namely a cube and a bonnet with the marque’s family 
face grafted on the front. 

Flared 

The Transit Courier doesn’t deviate too far from this tem¬ 
plate although the steeply raked windscreen does give it 
more of a one-box look. Couple that with the typically hefty 
Ford front grille and some subtly flared wheel arches and it 
looks handsome. You could see a few of these being con¬ 
verted to surf vans with the right wheels and paint. 

But the Courier isn’t just about looking good. It’s also 
about making the working environment easy and hassle 
free.

Peugeot 308 
worthy winner

It’s good to know that just once 
in a while, the European Car of 
the Year panel gets things right. 

We’ve had some stinking decisions 
that have seemed to smack of brown 
paper bags in service station car 
parks at night. 

The clear winner in 2014 was a car that 
fully deserved the plaudits. Again it was a 
Peugeot family hatch, but the numerical 
closeness is all the underwhelming 307 
and the excellent 308 have in common. 

We’ve been getting used to the hatch 
for a little while now and Peugeot has sub¬ 
sequently fleshed out the 308 line with the 
car that we run the rule over here, the SW 
estate. Forget what you thought you knew 
about small estates. This one comes with a 
rare injection of desirability. 

The petrol engine line up is based 
around a PureTech 1.2-litre e-THP 
three-cylinder engine offering either 110 or 
130bhp. Go diesel and you’re looking at a 
1.6-litre turbodiesel. 

There’s a base version with 92bhp or an 
e-HDi model with 115bhp and Stop-Start. 
Next up are the new generation BlueHDi 
diesels, either a 1.6 with 120bhp or a 2.0-li- 
tre unit with 150bhp, the latter offering the 
option of auto transmission. 

There’s usually a lot of nonsense spoken 


by car stylists but the buzzwords around 
the 308 SW really do ring true. Stretched, 
slender, fluid and dynamic, it’s anything 
but your usual hatchback with an after¬ 
thought of a glasshouse clumsily attached. 

Despite that arcing roofline, there’s plen¬ 
ty of space in the back. The boot below 
the parcel shelf is a respectable 660-litres, 
which includes 70-litres of storage under 
the floor. You also get so-called Magic Flat 
rear seats which allow instant folding of 
both parts of the rear seat using levers ac¬ 
cessible on the sides of the boot. 

Thanks to the automatic lowering of the 
rear seat cushions, the result is a flat floor 
and 1,660-litres of luggage space. Not 
enough for the extra third row seating that 
pevious models used to have though. The 
boot aperture has a width of up to 106cm 
and a length to the rear seat backs of 
107cm. It has vertical side walls with mini¬ 
mal wheel arch intrusion and the load sill is 
among the lowest of any estate car. 

Prices start from around £17,000 and all 
models include Bluetooth, air conditioning 
and a DAB radio. You’ll need to avoid the 
entry-level Access model though if you 
want the 9.7-inch multi-function infotain¬ 
ment touchscreen that makes the 308’s in¬ 
terior such an engaging place to be. That’s 
included at Active level, along with alloy 
wheels and auto headlamps. 

The range-topping Allure model gets 
leather and Alcantara seats, or you can 


pay a bit more and go for full leather. This 
features subtle stitching, some impres¬ 
sive fluting and a particularly comfortable 
shape. The optional electric adjustment 
includes a variable massage function. The 
full-length glass roof transforms the feel of 
the rear seats and is sure to prove a favour¬ 
ite option. 

Electric parking brakes haven’t found 
universal favour but the one fitted to the 
308 is one of the better examples. It disen¬ 
gages automatically as you pull away and 
makes the centre console look clean and 
tidy. The aluminium roof bars are a stand¬ 
ard fit item and Peugeot will also sell you 
accessory and carrying systems for roof 
boxes and cycle carriers. 

No diesel engine in the 308 SW range 
emits more than lllg/km. Likely to prove 
popular with buyers is the new BlueHDi 
1.6-litre 120bhp diesel which, when linked 
to a six-speed manual gearbox, records a 
combined cycle fuel consumption figure of 
some 88.3mpg and emissions of 85g/km; 
a record in the segment. 

The Peugeot 308 SW is that rarest of 
things; a compact estate with genuine 
style. All too often cars in this class are hor¬ 
ribly compromised, offer little in the way of 
genuine practicality over their hatchback 
siblings and look gawky and ill-propor¬ 
tioned. The 308 SW is sleek and stylish 
with a reassuring aura of quality both in¬ 
side and out.

The performance-focused 2 Se¬ 
ries injects some welcome spar¬ 
kle into BMW’s new compact 
coupe line-up. 

What’s new?: This M235i variant is the 
quick version of BMW’s new 2 Series 
Coupe. Since a recent naming reshuffle, 
you’re excused for thinking that you’re 
looking at a 1 Series Coupe. Honestly, this 
is the ‘new’ 2 Series. 

And for buyers seeking proper rear- 
wheel drive thrills without having to sell a 
kidney, the M235i is the closest most of 
us will get to a similar car sporting an ‘M’ 
badge. 

Yes, an M2 is on the way but, until then, 
you’ve got the M235i - likely a more round¬ 
ed and sensible choice if you’ve only got 
space for one performance BMW in your 
life. 

Looks and image: It’s not difficult to tell 
the difference between this M235i and a 
cooking diesel variant. 

The former has clearly been at the box 
marked Shredded Wheat, what with its 
beefy bodykit, low and purposeful stance 
plus those equally businesslike chunky 
wheels and tyres. 

It’s a little less in-your-face in the car’s 
cabin, but the sports seats, M car-like 
steering wheel and subtle graphics ensure 
you don’t forget what this car is capable of. 
Crucially, for all the talk about genuine M 
cars, this M-lite version offers a good bal¬ 
ance of comfort and sportiness in the real 
world. 


Space and practicality: If there’s one 
thing that the M235i does share with its 
slower siblings, it’s the fac 

t that it’s a surprisingly practical car for 
a compact coupe. Granted, space for rear 
seat occupants is less than great, but it 
boasts a good size boot and there’s ample 
storage space in the cabin for all the tat as¬ 
sociated with leading an active life. 

Embraced 

Behind the wheel: From being a mak¬ 
er of rev-happy cars, BMW has fully em¬ 
braced turbocharging with its latest range 
of performance motors. 

The M235i is no different, and its 3.0-li- 
tre straight-six petrol engine benefits from 
turbocharging to the tune of 322bhp. That 
figure is plenty to get you to the horizon in 
a hurry, while the rasping from the exhaust 
ensures your journey is always entertain¬ 
ing. 

Crucially the M235i is a doddle to drive 
at modest speeds, while pushing harder 
reveals a car eager to please. Only when 
you really lean on it, does it show its hand 
as a hooligan. 

That trick BMW approved tuning bits 
can be bought to further enhance the ex¬ 
perience should please the hardcore fans, 
while you’ll also want to pay a little extra for 
the slick eight-speed auto gearbox as the 
six-speed manual ‘box lacks polish. 

Value for money: It’s all relative of 
course, but in the world of premium hot 
hatches - or coupes - the M235i should be 
at the top of your shopping list. 

It possesses great road manners, is fun 
and engaging and is docile enough to dou-

the office. 

Base trim is a little, well, basic, but 
you’d be wise to spend your cash on the 
extra tuning bits instead of fancy paint or 
gadgets. 

Who would buy one?: Anyone who’s 
been raised on a diet of hot hatches will 
like the M235i. It’s a mature evolution of the 
breed yet retains that all-important ‘edge’ 
to keep you interested away from the city 
limits. 

Thankfully its low-key looks don’t 


scream performance so you’ll rarely turn 

heads - good news if you want to have 
some fun but not telegraph it to every man 
and his dog. 

Plus it’s rear-wheel rive, which is an 
important characteristic in a world full of 
million horsepower front-drive hot hatches. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
thrilling. 

If this car was a ... surgical instrument, 
it would be a scalpel - precise, sharp and 
to the point.

Residual values will rise while 
wholelife costs fall on new Nis¬ 
san X-Trail. 

The new Nissan X-Trail will retain 
53 per cent of its value after three 
years/30,000 miles, a nine per cent 
increase on the outgoing X-Trail, ac¬ 
cording to latest data from residual 
value (RV) setters CAR 

With residual values now in line with the 
new Qashqai, the RVs place the new X-Trail 
ahead of key competitors in the crossover/ 
SUV category, making the X-Trail an attrac¬ 
tive proposition for fleet managers. 

The new £24,795 X-Trail Acenta 2WD 
five-seater manual now has an RV of 53 per 
cent or £12,800 after three years. 

This means that the new X-Trail is set to 
retain approximately £2,000 more over its 
first three years of life compared to its out¬ 
going equivalent, a healthy nine per cent 
increase. 

The increase in residual value has had a 
positive contribution on the X-Trail’s WLCs 
with the new version now 10 per cent less 
to run on a pence-per-mile basis when 
compared with the outgoing model - 99 
pence per mile versus 110 pence per mile 
(outgoing model). 

More importantly for Nissan, this makes

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D-Max is ideal workhorse

The Isuzu D-Max is big, brash and 
extremely bullish but don’t expect 
too much refinement. 

It’s a big workhorse that does exactly 
what it says on the tin with a powerful 
2.5litre engine and a massive loading 
area. 

But what you get in one area you lose in 
another because there are no trimmings so 
don’t expect a life of luxury behind the wheel. 

On test was the D-Max 2.5D with a two-seat¬ 
er cab with an all steel body mounted on a 
steel ladder-frame chasis. The longitudinally 
mounted engine drives rear or all four wheels 
on demand via a part-time 4WD system and a 
six speed manual box. 

It’s a very effective system and the perfect 


vehicle for farm or work site, delivering pret¬ 
ty effective performance and offering a huge 
load area. 

The downside is an uncomfortable ride, 
particularly off-road and I would have to say 
that some rivals would claim an easier pas¬ 
sage. 

It would be unfair to criticise too much be¬ 
cause I didn’t get the opportunity to drive the 
vehicle laden, but with nothing in the back the 
Isuzu needs careful handling. 

The 2.5litre 163ps turbo diesel engine 
can charge to a top speed of 112mph which 
means it does tend to bounce around a bit 
when you have your foot on the pedal. 

The four door option would be my own pref¬ 
erence but you buy the two door version with 
work in mind so it fits the bill perfectly. 

It’s a big vehicle to park too, although 
the power assisted steering is light enough 




there’s a huge turning circle of 12.2 metres. 

Finding a comfortable driving position is 
not easy with little steering wheel adjustment 
while the cabin is fitted with sturdy material to 
cope with any conditions. Don’t expect too 
many gadgets either, the D-Max isn’t aimed at 
anyone wanting to play. 

But outwardly the D-Max looks the part, set¬ 


ting an imposing stance on 16” wheels with 
245/70R 16 tyres. 

The D-Max is cheaper than many rivals and 
its 2.5-litre engine is relatively efficient, so it 
will be cheap to run and the VAT advantages 
for business users who run a pick-up are not 
to be sneezed at. 

Fuel economy is good with 38.2mpg on the 


combined cycle but driving the D-Max means 
you are not helping the plant much with C02 
emissions of 194g/km. 

The model on test hit the road at £16,999 
but metallic paint, over-rails and carpet mats 
took the price to £17,718. Yes you have to pay 
for carpet mats. 

If it’s a workhorse you need look no further.

WE may have had the warmest 
spring on record, but last winter 
was also the wettest, so we are a 
long way from a drought and hose¬ 
pipe ban. 

However, with experts predicting the 
dry weather is here to stay, gardeners will 
be working out ways to save water. 

The Royal Horticultural Society offers the 
following seven tips to gardeners who want to 
put the water where it’s most needed: 

1. Established trees and shrubs do not 
generally need watering as they have such 
wide-ranging roots that they are drought- 
proof. However, their growth may be improved 
by watering when they are under drought 
stress 

2. Trees and shrubs planted less than five 
years ago have increased water requirements 
and may suffer drought stress without water¬ 
ing 

3. Newly sown or newly planted areas are 
very vulnerable to water stress, so watering 
these should be a high priority 

4. Herbaceous perennials often need wa¬ 
tering to boost their performance in hot, dry 
spells. Plant choice is crucial if you want to 
achieve a drought-proof border. Drought resist¬ 
ant plants include cordyline, hebe, lavender, 
Verbena bonariensis, eryngium, euphorbia, di- 
ascia, cosmos, gazania, nemesia and, of course, 
pelargoniums. Many drought-tolerant plants 
have silver or grey-green leaves, their light 
leaf colour reflecting the harsh rays of the sun. 

5. The yields and quality of vegetables and 
fruit are greatly improved by watering at times 
when drought stress would affect the part of 
the plant that is gathered. Leafy crops such 
as lettuce and spinach should never be short 
of water. Onions require little or no watering. 
Most other crops need watering at sowing 
and transplanting time, and then again as the 
fruits, roots or tubers are developing. It is also 
a good idea to give a single, thorough watering 
about two weeks before harvest 

6. Lawns require great quantities of water 
for thorough irrigation, but instead of water¬ 
ing in dry periods, mow less closely and less 
frequently. Brown patches usually recover 
when the autumn rains return. 

7. Mulching with a layer of organic matter 
or gravel at least 5cm (2in) thick reduces mois¬ 
ture loss from the upper layers of the soil.

Less than three per cent of the annual water 
consumption of an average household is esti¬ 
mated to be from garden use, but at peak times 
as much as 70 per cent of water supplied may 
be used in gardens. 

Even in dry districts, 24,000 litres (5,280 
gallons or 150 water butts) could be collected 
from the roof each year, says the RHS. 

Sean Laverick of the Homebase Garden 
Academy advises waterwise gardeners to 
store their water in water butts and invest in 
a water butt pump which enables you to use 
your hose with a water butt. 

“Most garden watering should be aimed spe¬ 
cifically at the stem bases beneath the foliage 
canopy, leaving the surrounding soil dry,” he 
says. 

“This helps to limit weed problems and en¬ 
sures all the water goes where it is needed.” 

If you are short of time, invest in seep hoses, 
which have holes in them to deliver water ac¬ 
curately to established plants and plants in 
rows. 

They can be hidden beneath soil or mulch, 
which also avoids evaporation losses and work 
best on heavy soil where the water spreads fur¬ 
ther sideways as it sinks than on lighter soils. 

Automated irrigation systems are another

option to save time and labour. They feature 
drip or trickle irrigation systems and some are 
remotely operated through sensors which can 
monitor when your soil needs watering. 

Mix water storing gel in with the compost in 
your container plants, to save and store a lot 
of the water you normally use, the gel slowly 
releasing water to the roots. 

Keep your soil as wet as possible - mulch on 
the ground surface prevents evaporation from 
the soil, providing increased moisture reten¬ 
tion. Some lawnmowers now have mulching 
plugs that return fine grass cuttings back on 
to the lawn’s surface. 

Finally, says Sean, don’t panic: “Long-term 
weather predictions should still see summer 
rain which will allow plants to thrive over the 
summer, so just make sure you’re making the 
most of the rain that comes your way.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH - DIASCIA 

Their delicate flowers in subtle shades from 
pale pink to apricot, coral and salmon look 
beautiful in baskets and troughs, or in rock¬ 
eries where they should flourish in summer. 

Diascias, which generally grow to little more 
than 25cm, aren’t fully hardy so are often 
grown as annuals, although they can survive 
mild winters if you protect them. 

They prefer warm conditions in full sun and 
don’t need masses of water. 

Avoid placing the pot on a saucer as they 
hate to have their feet wet and will benefit 
from good drainage. 

Great varieties include D. ‘Little Tango’, 
which provides a wealth of zingy deep orange/ 
red flowers, D Flying Colours Appleblossom, 
which produces pretty soft pink flowers, and D. 
‘Coral Belle’, which flowers brilliantly in mixed 
baskets and will trail. 

If bad weather makes them look straggly, 


give them a quick trim with shears, feed them 
and they should start to flower again. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT- PLUMS 

If you want a great crop of plums this year, 
you need to thin heavy crops now to stop the 
branches breaking. 

Some of the smaller fruits should also fall 
naturally around now to thin the crop. 

You may need to thin the crop again later in 
July if it looks like branches are not going to 
withstand the weight of the fruit. 

This is an especially useful method for Victo¬ 
ria plums, which often carry bumper crops one 
year and virtually nothing the next. 

To further protect the crop, you can put 
up pheromone traps to guard against codling 
moth. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

Summer-prune wall-trained plums and cher¬ 
ries, with the exception of Morello. Sideshoots 
which made growth in the last two months can 


be shorted back by a third at this time of year. 

Give shade to newly planted crops such as 
brassicas, which will benefit if shaded from hot 
sun until they establish. 

Where roots are exposed due to watering, 
apply a top dressing of compost to tomatoes. 

Plant autumn-flowering bulbs such as am¬ 
aryllis, nerines, colchicums and autumn cro¬ 
cuses. 

Feed long-flowering and late-flowering bor¬ 
der perennials. 

Collect and sow or store ripe seeds before 
they fall. 

When water is scarce, give priority to soft 
fruits and vegetables, where watering can in¬ 
crease your yield substantially. 

Wipe aphids off leaves by hand. 

Pick fresh herbs regularly to dry or freeze in 
ice-cube trays. 

Take cuttings from roses, many of which 
grow easily from shoot cuttings.

Saints heading to Slovakia in confident mood 


AFTER an unbeaten build-up, The New 
Saints can go into next week’s UEFA 
Champions League showdown with SK 
Slovan Bratislava in optimistic mood. 

The Saints won all three of the friend¬ 
lies, hitting six goals past Cefn Druids 
and Aberyswyth Town, before negotiating 
their biggest test in Belfast last Saturday 
when earning a 1-0 success at Cliftonville. 

It was their last significant run-out be¬ 
fore their Champions League second qual¬ 
ifying round first leg tie at Slovan Bratisla¬ 
va next Tuesday, July 15 (7.15pm) before 
hosting the Slovakian outfit at Rhyl the 
following week (6.45). 

And manager Craig Harrison will be 
heartened by the performances after the 
Saints secured a hard-fought 1-0 win at 


high flying Cliftonville who themselves 
tackle Hungarian side Debreceni next 
week. 

He knows, however, his side will have 
to be at their best against the Slovakians 
who, despite no longer the force of their 
illustrious past, will nevertheless still be 
formidable, particularly at home in front 
of their partisan fans. 

“In the Champions League, we know 
they are all good teams. It’s going to be 
tough over there, but we feel we’ve got a 
chance,” said Harrison 

“But it’s a little bit different this year as 
it’s the first time we’ve been away in the 
first leg since I’ve been here. For the last 
two years, we’ve been at home for the first 
leg.” 


Last season, TNS went out 4-1 on ag¬ 
gregate to Polish high fliers Legia Warsaw, 
and have only once before reached the 
third qualifying round of the Champions 
League when losing against Anderlecht.

Slovan are the only Slovakian club to 
win one of the European cup competitions, 
defeating Barcelona in the Cup Winners’ 
Cup in 1969. 

The club also supplied seven players to 
the victorious UEFA Euro 1976 Czechoslo¬ 
vak team. 

But recent European performances have 
not been as impressive, losing 4-2 on ag¬ 
gregate to Ludogorets Razgrad of Bulgaria 
in last season’s Champions League and on 
away goals to Hungarian outfit Videoton 
in the previous season’s Europa League. 

They reached the Europa League group 
stage in 2011/12 after beating Roma in the 
play-off round, but gained just one point 
from a tough group against Athletic Bil¬ 
bao, Red Bull Salzburg and PSG.
